60,000 have already been hauled ‘to 
the elevators. 

Owing to the unusually fine har- 
vesting weather of this fall the farm- 
ers took their time at combining and 
threshing and. employed. practically 
no outside help, preferring to run 
shont handed when necessary, so that 
- the expenses of the harvesting were 
very much lighter than ever before 
in the history of Hussar and vicinity.

THIRTEENTH FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT

Since October 9, warm bright 
weather has prevailed through out 
Alberta and during the past. week 
excellent progress has been made 
with threshing. In the Peace Riv- 
er district about. 60 per cent of 
threshing has been completed and a 
large part of the grain remaining 
has been stacked. In northern Al- 
berta threshing is everywhere pro- 
gressing rapidly. The amount 
completed varies from 15 to 50 per

cent. In the central, part +t ant 
province about 76 ‘per cent of | all 
grains are theshed, while fh.’ the 
south theshing hasbeen. completed 
for some time.

The greater part of the potato 
and root crop has already been 
harvested and excellent yields and 
good quality are reported, On the 
advanced. About 80 per cent of 
irrigated districts thrshing of sweet 
clover and alfalfa for seed is well 
the beet crop has been lifted. 45,- 
000 tons are now stored at the Fac- 
tory at Raymond and large quanti- 
ties are still at farms awaiting ship- 
ment. The sugar content is re- 
ported to be high, and the sugar 
beet factory is operating at full ca- 
pacity, cutting 1060 tons of beets 
daily. 

Pasture conditions in all parts of 
the province with the exception of 
the east-central and south-eastern 
districts are excellent. Late rains 
in the south-west have considerably 
improved ptgstures and made fall 
ploughing possible. In all proba- 
bility a considerable acreage will be 
fall ploughed on the irrigated area. 
Practically no fall ploughing has 
been done to date outside of these

If 
this prediction is fulfilled the pro- 
duetive capacity of Canada, Aus- 
tralia, Argentina and the United 
States will be reduced to the 1926 
27 level. The large expansion in 
wheat acreage which took place be- 
tween 1926-1930 will thus be largely 
elimated in the next twelve months.

The bureau remarks that in 1930- 
31 the world trade In wheat practi- 
cally reached the average of the 5 
year period, 1925-1929, when econ- 
omic conditions were comparatively 
good. In a time of depression 
people are inclined to think only of 
the adverse factors in the situation 
eyen though a number of other fac- 
tors are guietly operating on the 
constructive side, as at present. 
The year 1931 opened with a situa- 
tion barren of immediate hope, but 
during the past nine months — price 
levels have been relatively even for 
the first time since the downward 
trend began in the autumn of 1929. 

The bureau enumerates a number 
of the constructive influences which 
have been at work in the world 
market: On the continent of Bur- 
ope the period of high prices be- 
tween 1925 and 1929 and the period 
of artificially pegged high prices 
‘from 1929 to the present time, have 
not induced any appreciable increase 
in the wheat acreages of normal 
importing countries. All obtain- 
}jable data now indicate a consider- 
}able contraction in the acreages 
}sown to wheat in the United States,

According to the bureau's findings 
there are, moreover, very clear in- 
dications that the world surplus of 
wheat over and above import re- 
quirements and normal carry-overs, 
will be substantially reduced in the 
next twelve months. One reason 
for this is low prices in exporting 
countries there has been an appre- 
clable increase in the domestic con- 
sumption of wheat as human and 
animal food. The domestic mark- 
ets in exporting countries have, in 
fact, undergone a broadening pro- 
cess which has provided an import- 
ant new outlet for surplus stocks at 
or near the point of actual product- 
ion, There ‘is still another point. 
When price deflation is complete 
and prices become sufficiently influ- 
enced by constructive factors, the 
holding of wheat will again become 
profitable and attractive, and this 
will tend, of course to advance mar- 
ket quotations.

FIRST INSTALMENT 

The rather extraordinary story re- 
vealed. by the ments of the 
Neighborhood Club have been until 
now a matter only of private record. 
But it seems to me, as an active par- 
ticlpant in the investigations, that 
they should be given to the public, 
not so much for what they will add 
to the existing data. on psy¢hieal re- 
search, for from that angle they 
were not unusual, but as yet another 
exploration into that still uncharted 
territory, the human mind. 

The psycho-analysts have taught 
us something about the individual 
mind. Phey have their own patter, of 
complexes, and primal instincts, of 
the unconscious, which is a sort of 
bonded warehouse from which we 
clandestinely withdraw our stored 
thoughts and impressions. They lay 
to this unconscious mind of ours all 
phenomena that cannot otherwise be 
labeled, and ascribe such demonstra- 
tions of power as cannot thus be 
explained to trickery, to black silk 
threads and folding rods, t oslates 
with false sides and a medium with 
chalk on his finger nail. 


In other words, they give us sub- 
jective mind but never objective 
mind. They take the mind and its 
reactions and itself and en the body. 
But what about objective mind? 
Does it make its only outward mani- 
festations through speech and ac- 
tion? Can we ignore the effect of 
mind on mind when there are pres- 
ent none of the ordinary media of 
communication? TI think not. 

In making the following statement 
concerning our part in the strange 
case of Arthur Wells, a certain al- 
lowance must be made for our ignor- 
ance of so-called psychie phénomena, 
and also for the fact that since that 
time, just before the war, great ad- 
vances have been made in scientific 
methods of investigation, For in- 
stance, we did not place Miss Jere- 
;my's chair on a scale, to measure for 
any loss of weight. Also the theory 
of rods of invisible matter emanat- 
ing from the medium's body. to 
move bodies at a distance from her, 
had only been evolved; and none of 
the methods for calculation of lev- 
erages and strams had been formu- 
jlated, so far as I know. 

To be frank, I am quite convinced 

that, even had we known of these 
}so-called explanations, which in re- 
ality explain nothing, we would have 
ignored them as we became involved 
in the dramatic movement of the 
revelations and the personal exper- 
iences which grew out of them. I 
}confess that following the night af- 
| ter the first seance any observations 
of mine would have been of no scien- 
tific value whatever, and I believe I 
tan speak for the others also. 
; Of the medium herself I can only 
;Say that we have never questioned 
jher integrity. -The physical phen- 
omena occurred before she went in- 
to trance, and during that time her 
forearms were rigid. During the 
deep trance, with which this unusual 
record deals, she spoke in her own 
|voice, but in a querulous tone, and 
Sperry’s examination of her pulse 
showed that it went from eighty 
normal to a hundred and twenty and 
very feeble. 


With this preface I come to the 
death of Arthur Wells, our acquain- 
jtance and neighbor and the investi- 
gation into that death b ya group 
of six earnest people who call them- 
|Selves the Neighborhood Club. 

The Neighborhood Club was or- 
ganized in my house. It was too 
;small really to be called a club, but 
wome nhave a way these days of 
conferring a titulay dignity on their 
| activities, and it is not so bad, after 
;all, The Neighborhood ‘Club it really 
was, composed of four of our neigh- 
bors, my wife, and myself. 

We had drifted into the habit of 
dining together on Monday evenings 
jat the different houses. There were 
Herbert Robinson and his sister, 
Alice—not a young woman, but clev- 
er, alert, and very alive; Sperry, the 
well known heart specialist, a bach- 
|elor still in spite of much feminine 
|activity; and there was old Mrs. 
; Dane, hopelessly crippled as to the 
knees with rheumatism, but one of 
those glowing and kindly souls that 
have a way of being a neighborhood 
uucleus, It Was around her that we 
first gathered, with an idea of form- 
ing for her certain contact points 
with the active life from which she 
was otherwise cut off. But she gave 
us, I am sure, more than we brought 
her, and as will be seen later, her 
shrewdness way an important elem- 
ent in solving our mystery, 

In addition to these four 
were my wife and myself. 

It had been our policy to take up 
different subjects for these neighbor- 
hood dinners. Sperry wag a reform- 
er in his way, and on his nights we 
kenerally took up eivie questions. 
He was particularly interested in the 
responsibility of the state to the 
sick poor. My wife and I had “*pol- 
itical’’ leanings. Not really polities 
excep ttheir relation to life. I am 
a.Jlawyer by profession, and dabble 
a bit in city government. The Rob- 
inson’s had literature. 


Don’t misunderstand me. We had 
ho papers, ho set programs.

And 
then there are sinister days, when 
the earth is a hideods place, when 
even the thought of immortality is 
unbearable, and life itself a burden; 
when all that is rfOtous and unlaw- 
ful comes forth and bares itself to 
the light. 

This was such a day. 

I am fond of my friends, but I 
found no pleasure in the thought of 
meeting them that evening. I rem- 
embered the odious squeak in the 
Wheels of Mrs. Dane’s chair, I re- 
sented the way Sperry would clear 
his throat. I read in the morning 
paper Herbert Robinson's review of 
a book I had liked, and disagreed 
with him. Disagreed violently. I 
wanted to call him on the telephone 
and tell him that he wag a fool. I 
felt old, although I am only fifty- 
three, old and bitter, and tired. 


With 
changed somewhat. I was more 
passive. Wretchedness encompassed 
me, but I was not wretched. There 
was violence in the air, but I was 
not violent. And with a bath and my 
dinner clothes I put away the hor- 
rors of the day. 

My wife was better, but the cook 
had given notice.

We have no children, and my wife, 
for lack of other interests, finds her 
housekeeping an engrossing and 
serious matter.

Most un- 
justly, for she has borne with me 
for thirty years and is known 
throughout the entire neighborhood 
ag a perfect housekeeper. I can close 
my eyes and find any desired article 
in my bedroom at any time. 

We passed the Wells’ house on 
our way to Mrs. Dane’s that night, 
and my wife commented on the dark 
condition of the lower floor. 

“Even if they are going out,” she
